MIAMI [UPI] — Moscow's ability to 
control events in Central America 
may be on the wane because aid 
from Western Europe and the 
Roman Catholic Church have had 
more effect than previously thought, 
a University of Miami study saysT 

The 31-page report released Sun- 
day said' the Soviet Union is in- 
creasing its presence in the daily 
bves of Central Americans, but is 
losing influence to the Catholic 
Church and Western trade. -

data on Soviet involvement, said 
University of Miami professor Carl 
Jacobsen, a consultant to the State 
Department on Soviet matters and 
autnor of the study. 

“MOSCOW’S PRESENCE in Cen- 
tral America emerges as both more 
extensive and more multifaceted 
‘ than generally appreciated,” said 
Jacobsen. In addition to its military 
and economic involvement,' Moscow 
maintains “a slew of other contact 
points, he said.
